Commissioner of Agri- 
culture Mayo Makes 
Address At Miami 


REFERS TO IT AS 
““SUPER-HIGHWAY” 


Urges ‘A Greater Flor- 
ida Through A Great- 
-er Everglades’ 


MIAMI, Fla, July 3—The | Florida 
Everglades are the enigma of the scien- 
tist and developer, declared Nathan 
Mayo, commissioner of agriculture, in 
an address before the Chamber of 
Commerce here today. Mr. Mayo 
dealt at great length upon the drainage 
of this area, and suggested a slogan of 
“A greater Florida through a greater 
Everglades,” taking as his subject 
“The Deyelopment of the Back Coun- 
try.” d 
s “There dte, in the “natural Ever- 
glades, 2862000 acres; in the Ever- 
glades\drainage district, 4,370,00) acres, 
some 300,000 acres have been partially 
reclaimed and 100,000 are in actual 
‘cultivation, 

"About $11,000,000 have been spent 
on the:drainage project up to the pres- 
ent. The lateral drainage canals will 
‘cost as much as the main arteries of 
drainage. 

"The Everglades proper are not all 
alike. There are four main classilica- 
tions: (4) the muck soils, (2). the marl 

: lands, (3) sandy soils, (4) lime rock 
lands, ^ 

“Three are sub-classifications of each 
"of these divisions, which makes the 
Everglades soils about as spotted as 
the rest of Florida. The muck lands 

subdlvided “as” fóllows 7" Cilstard 
apple land, wildberry. land, willow 
land, dog fennel land, and the sawgrass 
land.- There seems to be a general 
impression throughout the north that 
‘the Everglades are all alike, and too 
littJe discrimination has been made by 
bah eti because of this mistaken idea. 

“The immense drainage project has 

but one end in yiew; that is that the 
millions of acres be reclaimed for agri- 
culture." Some of the crops success- 
fally grown in the Everglades ave to- 
matoes, potatoes, peppers, beans, egg 
-plants, onions, cabbage, cucumbers, 
strawberries, beets, lettuce, celery and 
"others; sugar cane, corn, rice, alfalfa, 
Kafir corn, millet, sorghum, milo 
maize, peanujs, dasheens, many grasses 
and staple crops. Cattle raising, dairy- 
ing, hog raising, poultry raising, have 
been sutcessful in many instances. 

“The greatest need of most southern 
soil$ is humus. The Everglades is one 
place where there is a syperabundance 
of humus. In fact, to a great extent, 
the Soil is made up of humus. For un- 
told ages aquatic vegetation grew here 
and died, but as the land was covered 
by water the dead vegetatio did not 
decay. That is why it must be drain- 
ed and aerated before bacteria can get 
in their work of preparing the soil for 
plant food. The marl land will grow 
tomatoes the, first year. The best 
grade of muck land will grow any crop 
fairly well the first year. Corn and 
Irish potatoes have been grown, with 
some success the first year even on the 
sawgrass land. Some of it requires 
several years to' bring under proper 
cultivation. „However, the number of. 
times it is.plowed goes further toward 
detéfimining the rapidity of the reclam- 


atiow than the time element. Plowing 
inastens\ bacterial action. 
"There are thousands of acres of 


good truck and fruit lands in the state 
on which an industrious and frugal 
family can make a good living, and ia 
Imany cases a substantial profit, on less 
shan ten acres. There are cases where 
five acres will show this result.. But 
these exceptional farms do not offer 
fhe means of proper rotation of crops 
or the support of lives@ck, and it is 
safer to have a horse, a cow-and hogs. 
The fact that one-crop follows another 
during the same .year-is not crop To- 
tation if the same crops are grown an- 
ually. * NN 

“These exceptional tracts of land 
are not bíten found in Sarge bodies. 

"These lands are not always located 
where the owner can market his crops 
to advantage. 

"There is no justification for the 
division of large tracts of land into 
five and fen acre farms to be “plotted 
by blue print methods and sold at arbi. 
“trary and exorbitant prices“ without 
‘regard to the relative value of the 
various subdivisions. -Such

It was 
formed under a special act of the leg- 
islature of 1925, which authorized the 
issuing of bonds and the collection of 
taxes. The primary purpose of the 
district is the prevention‘ of floods in 
[the area it embraces, which is to be ef- 
fected by the straightening and deep- 
ening of Caloosahatchee river, ` this 
work aiding nivigation'as well as 
drainage.

. A year ago The Everglades News 
made a thoroughgoing study of water 
cbnditions and lake and canal levels 
in the Lake Okeechobee region and 
Kissimmee river watershed. The in- 
vestigation included a visit by the ed- 
itor'to many points in a wide area and 
inspection of lakes and streams and 
open country and study of records of 
water movement. The result of the 
study was the declaration that truck- 
ets in the upper Glades could under- 
take preparation of land for fall crops 
with fair assurance that their ficlds 
would not be flooded. It chanced the 
forecast was justified by events. 

It is not possible to give at this time 
the essurance. that was given a year 
ago, for it is not practicable for the 
editor of The Everglades News to 
make this summer avstudy of the char- 
acter that was made last year. But 
A tentative survey indicates that in 
normal course of events a smaller area 
of land will be dry enough for fall 
planting than was "fry at the corre- 
sponding period of 1925. 

"This does not mean that a. flood is 
probable; it is merely an opinion that 
in October .much of the land will be 
so wet as to make the fall acreage 
small and the crop late. 

Not as much rain fell in the Lake 
ÜOkcechobee region from January 1 
1926, to August 1, 1926, as fell in the 
same period last year. At Rifta the 
rainfall from January 1, 1926 to August 
1, 1926, was 3226 inches; in the same 
period last year it was 45.59. At Canal 
Point the 1926 rainfall has been 3121 
inches; at Moore Haven 38.04. 

In a general way the annual average 
rainfall in the Lake Okeechobee re- 
gion is counted as being 48 inches. 

On the first of -August of last year 
39 inches of rain had fallen at Canal 
Point—a. representative instance. Only 
10 inches of rain remained to fall then 
to make the annual average; this year 
17 inches of rain is due to ‘fall before 
the end of the year. At Ritta, where 
only 2% inches of rain was needed on 
August 1, 1925 to make the annual 
average, 16 incyes is due to fall before 
the end of the year. 

There is more water in the Kissim- 
mee river watershed now than there 
was at this time last year, and more 
water in the prairies and flatwoods of 
Everglades drainage district. This 
water is yet to be disposed of. If rain- 
fall is normal in August, September 
and October, the main outlet canals 
[will have a gre&t deal of water to 
[move. Lake Okeechobee is at a height 
that does not allow its use as a reser- 
|voir. It is this state of affairs that 
|leads The Everglades News to fore- 
least that there will be less dry land in 
the upper Glades in the fafl of 1926 
than ‘there was in the gall of 1925.

HUNTING BONDS? 


Joe Tracy, convict-survivor of the 
Ashley gang, accompanied by the law-

CELOTEX STANDS 
TWO HARD TESTS 


Withstands Hurricane Force, 
Resists Rain and Keeps 
Dwelling Houses Cool 


“Buildings with walls of Celotex re- 
sisted the: force of the hurricane as 
well as did buildings with lumber sid- 
ing, Or resisted even better, by. the 
statement of occupants of such build- 
ings on East Beach. The Celotex walls 
when painted according to the direc- 
tions given by the manufacturer did 
not'absorb water. Although lake waves 
were dashed: against the Celotex walls 
of R. J. Schroder's Pahokee Inn build- 
ing with great force'the walls were not 
damaged. 

"Tie insulating value of Celotex ^ is 
well known; it is even greater than 
claimed by. the manufacturer, accord- 
ing to Clinton Coburn, who occupies 
one of the apartments in a  Celotex 
building in Canal Poit. By the side 
of the Celotex building is a building 
of exactly the same size and construct- 
ed of lumber. Postmaster C. C. Cole- 
man, who occupies the lumber-sided 
building, agrees with Mr. Coburn that 
the Celotex building is the cooler, 

John G. Magaw erected both of the 
buildings. They are located on the 
north side of the canal two blocks east 
of the lake front street. He called the 
attention of The Everglades News to 
the comparison afforded by the hot 
spell and the hurricane. Examination 
on Tuesday of the Celotex building, a 
week after the hurricane, showed the 
Celotex unaffected. The building has 
a Celotex ceiling as well as Celotex 
exterior. $ 

Celotex is made.of the stalks of 
sugar cané after the canes have gone 
through a mill for the extraction of 
the sugar juices; the resultant residue 
is known as bagasse, which is treated 
and pressed into sheets that are used 
in place of lumber. It is less, affected 
by heat and cold or water than are 
boards. 

The president of the Celotex Com- 
pany, B. G. Dahlberg of Chicago, is 
president of thel company that took 
over the Florida Sugar & Food Pro- 
duets Company's mill and plantation 
at Canal Point. He is a director of the 
Clewiston Company anè president pf a 
company that will-erect a sugar mill 
and Celotex plant at Clewiston.

Frosts cuf down the production, 
lessen the supplies available * for the 
markets apd prices are nigher, so much 
higher as to more than compensate for 
tha, cost of reseeding. 

n it is true that the Florida citrus 
crop of 1926 threatened to be so large 
as to lower prices and make production 
unprofitable, the hurricane that strip- 
ped trees of much of their fruit may 
perform for the fruit men the service 
of the character credited to frosts by 
the truckers. 

Now before some thimble wit under- 
takes to read us a lecture, we must add 
thst the Cracker trucker concedes as 
do we that the visitations by frosts 
haven't anything to do. with argument 
about marketing agencies. The two 
matters are not of the same catagory. 

The point solely is that reductions 
in prodüctions are often beneficial to 
the producers. 


SELLING WITHOUT. PROFIT 

The question of what 4 right or 
wrong is often a question of expedi- 
ency, and this is probably the way to 
look at the announcement that the 
Chamber of. Commerce at St. Cloud in 
Osc-ola county is backing a project for 
the «ale of small farms: without profit 
and on very easy terms. 

According to an Associated Press 
report, the St. Cloud Chamber-of Com- 
merce hasmarranged it that the settler 
will not have. to pay, except for clear- 
ing, until the end of the third year of 
cultivation, then to pay 20 per cent of 
the purchase price and 20 per cent, a 
year thereafter until the tract is paid 
for in full, 

Some change in the detail of the 
plan might be suggested, but that would 
be beside the mark; the essential thing 
is whether the plan is fundamentally 
fair and practicable. The answer de- 
pends on circumstances and condi- 
tions, we judge: Members of Cham- 
hers of Commerce have a right to or- 
ganize a corporatión and go into the 
\ business of selling land, but has a 

Chamber of Commerce as a civic or- 

ganization aright to endorse a sub- 

sidized proposition which operates in 
competition with and .at the expense 
of land developers who want to make 

a profit on their operations? An an- 

swer—not the answer-is, Yes, if. the 

other interests do not object; another 
answer is,,.No, not if other interests 

object s 

Is the principle of subsidizing set- 
tlers sound?’ Clearly “it is, by the test 
of experience—Canada and Australia 
have done, it with profit to the own- 
ers of raw land adjacent. to the sites 
of settlement and with advantage to 


E the territories. 


Very evidently, however, there are 
L.yhices at which and circumstances un- 
der which the method would be open 
to serious "objection. Suppose the 
Chamber of Commerce of West Palm 
Reach bought a of land and sttb- 
divided: it and offered it for sale at 
prices under those asked by owners of 
adjacent tracts and on better terms, It 
could properly be said that this con- 
stituted unfair competition, because 
the Chamber would give its project free 
a desirable publicity as an aid to sales 
not open to other dealers, and would 
be relieved of certain overhead ex- 
penses on the project. If-the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has a right to sell 
land it hasa tight to sell gasoline and 
‘groceries and other merchandise—its 
proper field would be abandoned and 
its efforts diverted into controversy. 


> On the other hand there may be such 


a state of affairs at St. Cloud that none 
of these objections would apply and 
all òf the conditions be such as to make 
the Chamber of Commerce project seem 
desirable, ,We apprehend, nevertheless, 
that the undertaking will not be a con- 
spicuous success, although it is inter- 
eating to read that news of it quickly 
spread all over the United States and 
‘many applications fot farms were rè- 
ceived

Without pausing to qualify as an ex- 
pert, secure in the knowledge that

Business is better in all lines during 
the tourist season than at any 
time of year, and real estate is the big 
business. There is a real estate bus- 
iness because there are many persons 
who have selected it as the source of 
their livelihood, they work at it because 
they'd starve if.they didn't; there is a 
real estate business because there is 
always a stock to deal in, and because 
always there are possible customers 
and profits, 

There are other businesses also, of 
course, and money is made out of 
them, and a big fact is that a consider- 
able part of the profits made in the 
other businesses are invested in real 
estate close at hand. Professional 
men, retailers, workmen, all classes of 
Florida residents, have more money at 
the middle of the tourist season—at the 
peak on February 22—than at any 
other time; they as wefl: as the tour- 
ists.are good customers for real estate. 

When the tourist season ends with 
March—and it does end with March, 
all else that is said'to the contrary 
notwithstanding—the. home guard in 
tourist towns get busy with prépara- 
tions for their summer vacations, these 
preparations continuing to the time of 
departure, along in June and July. The 
preparations are hurried; the house- 
holder. doesn't always pause to arrange 
for the-caré of the family cat, he does- 
n't always pay the milkman and the 
The vacati trip always 
costs more than the amount thatWas 
budgeted; the wife buys more hats and 
dresses than the husband expected, and 
he loses money in poker games. The 
tires do not last through the trip, and 
if there isn't a big repair bill there 
will have to be a new car. 

The home guard get back from their 
vacations in August and September— 
back by September because schools 
start or because the store must be made 
ready for the tourist business—back 
home in the month of meanest weather, 
and back home in a bad humor. The 
vacation has cost more than was ex- 
pected; there is a note due. at the 
bank, a payment duc om a real estate 
purchase, there are bills for the tele- 
phone, the water, the gas, the electric 
lights, neglected ín, the hurry of de- 
parture ninety days before, all of which 
süstains the bad humor. Money is 
tight, trade is dull, the other fellows 
are iñ bad humor, too. This is the 
time to buy real estate. Russell Sage, 
a Wall Street banker, said he made his 
money buying his straw hats in the 
winter time. 

Through November there is appre- 
hension as to how the tourist season 
may turn out; by December the flow 
of traffic to Florida is strong, and the 
real -season is really opened when the 
Breakers Hotel in Palm Beach opens. 
But then intervenes the holidays and 
travel drops off. Hotel and restaurant 
men and retailers go into a panic, they 
fear the season will be a failure, 
though no season has ever been so. By 
mid-January the tourists are coming in 
droves, all the apprehensions are for- 
gotten,-business is booming, and no one 
has a thought that things. will not go 
on like that forever. That is the time 
to sell real estate. Don't wait. Don't 
be greedy. Take a profit however 
small and take it just as soon as you 
can. May be you'd get more if you 
'waited—and may be you wouldn't. Sell 
while the buyers are here. Remember 
the date: February 22—Washington’s 
Birthday. Ball—February 22. “After 
the ball is over, after the break of day, 
many a heart is breaking, after the 
bali.” `

“The best quality of the Everglades 
shows wonderful possibilities. In- 
stanges of astonishing results can be 
cited. This fact has lent a halo of 
romance around tHe magic word ‘Ever- 
glades, and many who failed to inves- 
tigate and had had no previous expe 
ence thought they had a rainbow wi 
its proverbial pot of gold, and of course 
suffered disillusionment. Men who are 
used to hard work on the farm and are 
not looking for a soft snap, who ex- 
ercise common sense in selecting their 
land, and are willing to put the same 
amount of labor and money into an in- 
vestment in the Everglades that they 
do in other lands, will do well in the 
Everglades. On the other hand, if they 
expect to find their holdings a honey 
pond with pancakes hanging from the 
trees growing around the edge, they are 
doomed to disappointment and failu 
It means work, any business or pro- 
fession. Farming is no exception, and 
farming has no exception in different 
parts of the world. The "ooa the 
public mind is*disabused of this fallacy 
that Florida is an exception to the rule, 
the better for all concerned. 

“The Florida Everglades have been 
the engima of the scientist and the 
developer. The tests made of agricul- 
tural, horticultural and livestock possi- 
bilities of the reclaimed lands show 
that there are wonderful things in store 
when the whole tillable area is finally 
mastered”and brought to full producing 
‘Thousands of acres are now 
producing millions of dojlars worth of 
truck and other crops. However, I 
want to drop, the suggestion that you 
should not confine your farming to 
truck crops. It is possible to reach the 
point of diminishing returns and jeop- 
ud the industry. 

"The canals and the proposed rail- 
roads, if built, will furnish ample 
transportation facilities for the outlet 
of the. products of the farms, Millions 
are being spent on the harbors and 
ports of Miami, Fort Lauderdale, and 
other ports of the east coast which will 
furnish shipping accommodations for 
ocean traffic. 

"Poultry raising and dairying have 
both been demonstrated to be capable 
of large development. * Avocados, man- 
goes and citrus fruits are grown com- 
mercially and promise large returns in 
the future. R 

"That, part of the Everglades not 
brought under drainage has great pos- 
sibilities in the furnishing of fuel in 
the form of peat bricks, as has been 
made of peat in Canada. The grow- 
ing of willow for the making of wicker 
furniture has been + demgnstrated as 
practical in much of the Everglades. 
This may be developéd into a thriving 
industry. T 

‘The, Everglades drainage. district 
wis created and óperates under laws 
passed by the legislature of Florida. 
The officers of the district, designated 
by law are: governor of Florida, tomp- 
trolfer, state treasurer, attorney gen- 
eral and commissionér of agriculture 
and their- successors in office. The board 
is therefore made up of the highest 
public officers of the state. Money for 
carrying on the drainage work is raised 
from thy proceeds of drainage taxes 
levied upon the land within the dis- 
trict by the legislature. The drainage 
taxes are of two kinds:]the drainage 


. tax proper being assessed:by the acre 


upon all the lands of the district; a 
second tax consists in a levy of one 
mill on the dollar against all property 
in the district. -State lands in the Ev- 
erglades drainage district pay drainage 
taxes the same as any other land. 
“Based upon the tax, bonds are au-

The estimated assessed valuation of 
land in the district is $17,000,000, and 
the population is estimated at between 
twenty-five and thirty thousand per- 
sons. From the foregoing it will be 
noted that the bonded debt of the dis- 
trict is very high in proportion to as- 
sessed valuation of property and popu- 
lation. ; 
o May 31, 1926, there were 486.9 
miles.of main canals open., The main 
canals thus far constructed or under 
construction are: St. Lucie canal, 
which is the principal control canal for 
Lake Okeechobee; Hillsboro canal 
West Palm Beach canal, North New 
River canal, South New River canal, 
;Caloosahatchee canal, Indian Prairie 
canal, Miami canal. 

“In addition to the canals above 
mentioned, seven more new canals are 
planned within the area between the 
Miami ‘canal and the St, Lucie canal. 
The total estimated miles of new canals 
required for this area are 237. The 
total estimated quantity of excavation 
is 49,000,000 cubic yards, and the total 
estimated cost of excavating the above 
new canals is $11,177,000, Thus it is 
seen that in point of excavation the 
work required for draining the area 
between the Miami canal and the St. 
Lucie canal, representing an area of 
approximately 2,000,000 acres, is 
per cent completed, and on a cost basis 
considering all work heretofore done, 
is 55 per cent completed. > The pros- 
pects are that a railroad track will be 
laid along the banks of the main canals 
as the internal improvement board has 
had this proposal presented to it and 
contracts to that effect are under way. 
If carried out, these roads would fur- 
nish unusual transportation facilities. 

“I shall submit a few facts furnish- 
ed by the chief drainage engineer, 
Fred C. Elliot: 

“The Miami canal is the longest and 
is incomplete; twenty-four miles are 
completed on the south end, and twelve 
miles on the upper end, with some work 
done between these channels, 

“Of the seven new canals planned 
within thís area between the Miami 
and St, Lucie canals; four are to be 
laterals extending from the 


Miami 
canal ta the ocean. It is estimated that 
t will cost $4,500,000 to build these 
seven canals and complete the Miami 
canal This amount is over a million 
in excess of the funds now available 
and one-third of all the funds expend- 
ed to date. 

“The completed schedule for provid~ 
ing the main drainage outlets for the 
portion of Everglades described will 
require a. total expenditure of approxi- 
mately $24,000,000. The raising of 
money tor carrying on the work has, 
from the beginning, been the most im- 
portant problem with which the ‘officers 
of the district have had to deal and 
will continue to be until the work has 
been finally completed. The borrowing 
capacity of the district depends large- 
ly upon two factors: population and 
assessed valuation. It has been shown 
that the population is quite small and 
the present assessed valuation in the 
district only $17,000,000.. It is clear: 
that to obtain the additional $11,000,000 
required, population and valuations 
must be increased. Thè acreage tax is 
the principal tax supporting the bonds 
of the district. In the case of acreage 
tax, even in the event of non-payment 
of taxes on the part of some of the 
lands, the Everglades drainage district 
law. requires that all lands defaulting 
in payment of taxes shall be put up at 
tax sale and struck off to the highest 
bidder for an amount not less than the 
total drainage taxes against the land, 
and in the event of no bidder, lands 
are automatically struck off to the 
trustees of the internal improvement 
fund, who are required by law to there- 
wpon pay the delinquent taxes on the 
seme. Hence te rg. owned by the 
state. stand behifff tax  delinquéficies 
and also the possibility of default . in 
interest and bond. principal payments. 
It is up to the next legislature to devi 
some means of refinancing this drain 
age project. The whole purpose of this 
gigantic ‘undertaking fails if the work 
is allowed to lapse and be incomplete. 

“The area within the Everglades 
drainage district within which farming 
has been carried on is approximately 
120,000 acres. Probably not more than 
20 per cent to 25 per cent of this atea 
has been under cultivation at any one 
time. The principal farming localities 
at present are along the lake shore, 
and the following canals: Miami canal, 
West Palm Beach canal, North New 
River canal, Hillsboro canal, Caloosa- 
hatchee canal, and the St. Lucie canal. 
The size and-importance of the areas 
from the standpoint of farm products 
are in-the order mentioned above. In 
the above areas, general drainage work 
is further advanced and local drainage 
districts have made greater’ progress 
in the construction of secondary works 
of drainage in, the mature of lateral 
canals, farm ditches, and protection 
levees. The main drainage work ol 
the district has advanced in’ many lo- 
calities fo a stage permitting making 
land ready for settlement and ciilti 
tion as rapidly -as the secondary works

GRAPE CULTURE 

Charlie Arrant, boss of the tollhouse 
crews on Conners Highway, remarked 
one Sunday that grapes in W. J. Con- 
ners vineyards at Okeechobee were 
ready for shipment, so I introduced him 
to Professor H. L. Speer, who got in- 
terested enough to say he'd visit the 
vineyard and’ take me along. 

When grapes are mentioned ] recol- 
lect vineyards I have seen in the west. 
I recall 2 show window in a town in 
Washington state filled- with fine 
grapes, evidence of how vines yielded 
there, and I recall another time when 
I carried bunches of Flaming Tokays 
from Natomas, Cal, to the newspaper 
office at Folsom. A gold mining 
dredge was tearing up a vineyard at 
Natomas, and one of the crew insisted 
that I take two bunches oí the grapes. 
Holding the bunches im my hands at 
my sides, the grapes trailed on the 
ground and I broke the stems at the 
bottom to shorten them to more con- 
venient length and lessen the weight. 
In 1915 I ran a newspaper at Kings- 
burg, Cal, 22 miles south of Fresno, 
in the raisin belt, where almost all of 
the country is given over to vineyards. 
These recollections may prevent a 
proper enthusiasm about grape culture 
in Florida. 

The Conners vineyard is on the west 
side of Parrott avenue, that avenue 
being the road that runs north from 
the terminus of Conners Highway at 
the lake ‘front. It is approached by 
way of an unpaved street and through 
whet on that Sunday afternoon Was a 
trail that was under water, The vines 
are enclosed in a fence with a gate 
that had a lock on it. We ignored the 
lock, trespassed, climbed the fence and 
went in, as evidently many others had 
done, judging by the footprints and 
other evidences. 

Now all of you jump on me and say 
Im knocking the country: I was dis- 
appointed by the sight of the vines. 
May be it was the recollection of the 
California vineyards. but the scraggly 
vines and lumpy clusters oí grapes in 
the Okeechobee vineyard did disap- 
pointment me. 

The soil is the 


Gsugt~prairie soil, 
which is poor soil. There was no pre- 
tense of drainage and little evidence 
that the vines had been looked after

properly. It was the poorest sort of 
yiticulture—a thing to be ashamed of 
rather than to be proud of. 

Of course, with no drainage the en- 
terprise could never be a success, but 
there is a tendency in Florida to pre- 
tend that everything we have is good 
or better than any other section has, 
and if claim is made that the Conners 
vineyard at Okeéchobee is good, then 
that kind of talk will make Florida a 
butt of ridicule among persons who 
know anything about grapes. 

The Okeechobee vineyard is like the 
Glades county "oil well"—there may 
be oil in Florida and grape culture may 
be made a success but neither of these 
exhibits prove it. 

Now, this is just the way I feel about 
it, and feeling as I do I 2m saying it, 
even if I lose all my friends and am 
drawn and quartered and defeated for 
county commissioner, 

Evidently there are two varieties of 
grapes in the plot—Concord and Car- 
man, and the Concord is the best of the 

im that the Carman is a 
doesn't amount to any- 
thing; it is inferior to even. the Thomp- 
son Seedless, which is a raisin grape 
and not properly a table grape, and 
the Carman cennot be sold in the 
north in competition with the Thomp- 
son nor the table grape varieties that 
California specializes in for shipment. 
The freight rate on California pro- 
ducts docs not give Florida any mark- 
ed advantage, Whatever grape is 
grown in Florida for several years will 
have to be for local consumption, 

Bad though the impression was of 
the vineyards at Okeechobee, my con- 
clusion is that it is worth while to 
plant grapes on the ridge along Lake

Frederick the Great 

N UNHAPPY boy, imprisoned and 

in danger of death, was one day 
forced by his father to stand at the 
grated window of his cell and' watch 
his dearest friend executed. The boy 
was Prince Frederick of Prussia, later 
known as Frederick II, or Frederick 
the Great. He had a sadder, more 
unfortunate boyhood than did any 
beggar in his kingdom. His father, 
Frederick William, was a stern, harsh 
King, and a harsher parent He was 
military-mad and would allow his 
young son Frederick to study nothing 
but the art of war. The boy loved 
poetry, musle and sclence. 
It was, in a measure, the old story 
of Peter the Great and Alexis over 
again. And it almost had the same 
terrible climax. For, at last, weartet 
by his father's abuse and cruelty, and 
resentful of the injustice to which he 
was subjected, Frederick made up his 
mind to run away from the life he 
hated and to take refuge with his 
mother's brether, King George I of 
England. His most intimate friend, 
Lieutenant Katt, helped him escape 
from Berlin; but thelr fight was dis- 
covered and they were caught and 
drought back, Then came such pun- 
"shment as few fathers could have de- 
vised. 
Frederick was sent to prison and 
Katt was put to death directly outside 
‘he prince's cell King Frederick 
William then demanded that Frederick 
‘enounce all rights to the throne. 
This the prisoner pluckily refused to 
lo. The king in rage -declared he 
rould put Frederick to death, and 
ras with difficulty dissuaded from the 
Jan. He contented bimself with ex- 
ling his son from court; and, in 1733, 
rhen Frederick was but twenty-one, 
orced bim to marry a princess for 
Thom the young bridegroom had not 
he slightest liking. For seventeen 
sears after that Frederick lived in 
&emi-secluslon on one of his estates, 
only returning to public life when, on 
the death of his father, in 1740, he 
came to the th¥one of Prussia. 
During the forty-six years of his 
reign Frederick well earned his title 
of “The Great" He found Prussia a 
secondary German state with a popu- 
lation of barely 2,240,000. He left it 
rich in new possessions, territory and 
pre and with a population of 6,000,- 


The falr principalities of Silesia, 
according to Freder'-k's ideas, ought 
lo belong to Prussia. So, the same 
year be became king, he set out to ac- 
quire them. A two years’ war fol- 
lowed, In which Frederick's hardly ac- 
quired mí'itary education stood him 
ln good stead. For he was victorious, 
and Silesia was annexed to Prussia. 
Frederick ruled his new lons 
well and with mildness; and, although 
t Protestant, allowed religious free- 
dom to Silesian Catholics. Knowing 
the unsettled condition of Europe and 
having fresh conquests in view, the 
victor now devoted ‘himself to bulld- 
Ing up the strength of his armies; 
and, In 1743, he annexed East Fries- 
land to his kingdom. 

Austria, so Frederick belleved, had 
designs on Silesia; so he formed an 
alliance with France and other coun- 
tries and (to keep Austria's mind on 
matters of defense rather than ag- 
gression) invaded Bohemia ‘in 1744 
But “the Austrians and Saxons com- 
bined and repelled the invasion. The 
campaign dragged on with varying 
fortunes until a peace treaty was 
signed by whose terms Frederick still 
held Silesia, and received $1,000,000 
war Indemnity. 

Eleven years of peace followed, 
which were spent by Frederick in 
strengthening Prussia at home and 
abroad, in promoting arts and indus- 
tries and in ralsing his army to 100,- 
300 men. This peace period was bro- 
ken by a rumor that Russia, Austria 
and Saxony were combining against 
Pruss!; Fearing lest he might lose 
his cherished provinces of Silesia, 
Frederick forestalled the ajlles ac- 
tion by Invading Saxony. This 
ed a seven years’ war, in which 
erick won little except a military 
reputation that rendered him a strong. 
and decisive power In European polt- 
ties When peace was declared he 
used his own private fortune in re 
pairing the ravages made by war.

A CHAMPION FIDDLER 


Kinsman of Stonewall Jack- 
son Recalls Early West. 


Denton, Texas—He used to shoot 
marbles and later Jayhawkers with 
the notorious James brothers and 
Dow, .golng on ninety-three, he lays 
claim to the title of the oldest fiddler 
in the United States who is a Confed- 
erate veteran, B 
J. B. Jackson, Little Elm, Denton 
county, kinsman of Stonewall Jack- 
son, Indian fighter, member of Quan- 
trell's band in the Civil war, and col- 
lector of antique violins, has figured 
in the pioneer history of a dozen 
states, 

For the last 80 years he has trav- 
eled by horse and buggy across Texas, 
and even Into the mountalns of New 
Mexico, selling shrubs and trees. This | 5 
year is the first he has spent at home, 
and it is broken Into by jaunts of 
many miles to play “Billy of the Low- 
Ground” and “Rose of Edinburgh” for 
the effete youth who gather round 
while-he calls the figures of an old- 
fashioned square dance.

But he chafes at inaction. The 
wanderlust has enthralled him since 
his old raiding days with Quantrell's 
band, side by side with Frank and 
Jesse James. When the war was 
Over he was one of the young men 
that went West in tbe wake of the 
geld rushing “forty-niners.” 

Boarding a clumsy river steamer, 
mounted with cannon fore and aft, he 
journeyed up the Missouri river. It 
was a perilous voyage, plercing the 
Indian country, and the crew and pas- 
sengers, about forty in all, amused 
themselves by shooting buffalo, an- 
telope, deer and mountain Ions from 
the deck. 

Jackson escaped: the Indian arrows 
until he landed at Fort Benton, from 
which terminal he made a stagecoach 
trip of 250 miles to Helena. While 
in a South Dakota Indian fight he 
was wounded. He bears the scar, as 
well as marks of hand-to-hand con- 
fict, a depression in his temple and 
& bent wrist.

Flowers, Little Elm, with whom he 
makes his home; Mrs. May Willoford, 
Dallas, and Ira B. Jackson, railway 
man, of Montana. '

Born at Burksvile, Cumberland 
county, Kentucky, April 28, 1834, 
Jackson spent his youth In Clay coun- 
ty, Missourl.
